NEW INTRODUCTIONS 


For the first time we are offering two of our new rhodo- 
dendrons: 


R. Mrs. Horace Fogg has a huge truss of nine and ten 
flowers, each flower being 412” to 5” across and 24%” deep. 
The color of the corolla is Neyron rose 623/2. The throat 
is crimson 22. The tips of the corolla are Neyron rose 631/1. 
The leaves are dark green, 214” wide and 7” long. 


R. Virginia Scott has a truss of eight flowers, each flower 
being 344” across and 114” deep. The color of the corolla 
is straw yellow 604/1. The buds are Mandarin red 17/2 
fading to Chinese yellow 614/2. The foliage is dark green 
644” long and 3” wide. 


The color descriptions of the plants are from the Royal 
Horticultural Society color chart. As to hardiness the plants 
survived the blizzard of 1950 during which period the tem- 
perature registered zero. 


THE CULTIVATION OF RHODODENDRONS 


SOIL: Rhododendrons will grow in practically any soil 
which does not contain lime, this being detrimental to them. 
A good fibrous loam with a liberal mixture of peat and 
compost will grow them to perfection. It is important that 
the soil be well drained as all rhododendrons diskke stag- 
nation of the roots. At one time it was thought impossible 
to grow them without a rich peaty soil, but this idea has 
long been obsolete, as may be seen by many fine specimens 
growing in our garden. 


SITUATION: Almost any position will suit them, provid- 
ing that they are not in absolute shade. A cool moist position 
in partial shade is best. Generally speaking the larger the 
leaf of the plant the more shade should be given. This applies 
to the large leaf species such as Falconeri, Hodgsonii, sino- 
Grande and Macabeanum, while the small leaf ones, especially 
the dwarfs with scaly and aromatic foliage, will stand 
exposure to the sun. Many beautiful varieties are eminently 
adapted to woodland planting and where thin woods are 
available, the grower has many advantages, as invariably 
the soil is ideal and there is no preparation necessary. 


PLANTING: May be carried out from September to mid- 
June, providing the ground is in a good working condition. 
Do not plant too deep. Water well and mulch with decom- 
posed leaves. After flowering it is important to remove all 
old blooms. 


FERTILIZATION: Rhododendrons are no diflerent than 
any other plants in regard to fertilization and care. In the 
early years of our nursery we tried many different fertilizers, 
even at times mixing our own. For the past ten years we 
have been using Carstens Rhododendron Fertilizer exclu- 
sively with the best results.

The stars (**) preceding the names of the varieties listed 
indicate the relative garden merit accorded them by the 
Royal Horticultural Society in the degree of superlative 
excellence. Many fine varieties very often are not rated 
either because they are not readily found in the channels 
of trade, or because they are too new to have received 
recognition from the garden authorities; and among these 
are many rhododendrons of the highest order. In our 
opinion, all rhododendrons listed are of the finest quality 
and the fact that to some of them no stars are affixed does 
not in the least detract from their value as garden shrubs. 


Aside from the value of the plants as garden shrubs, many 
varities have been listed as to hardiness. Thus, you will find 
after the name a letter, such as A, B, C, D, E or F. A indi- 
cates a rock hardy plant which will stand full exposure to 
sun or cold; B, hardy but requires some shade to obtain 
best results; C, hardy in a sheltered position; D, requires a 
moderate amount of shelter; E, requires shelter in most 
favored gardens; and F; usually a greenhouse shrub. These 
indications apply to conditions in England, which are similar 
to this area west of the Cascade Mountains; and it should 
be borne in mind that while most rhododendrons will stand 
full sun if kept well watered, they thrive better in partial 
shade, and should never be planted up against a south or 
west side of house where they will receive not only the full 
effect of the sun but added reflection of bright light and heat 


| from the building. 


Where the letter R appears after a plant name, it indi- 
cates it is a shrub suitable for a rockery.

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F There are very few insect pests to attack rhododendrons 
in Western Washington. The Rhododendron Lace-Bug, Rho- 
dodendron White Fly and Black Vine Weevil make their 
appearance at times. Of these insects the Black Vine Weevil 
is the most serious, the grubs feeding on the roots and finally 
girdling the stem just below the ground. The chewing of 
the roots and girdling of the stem is done in the spring, 
usually in April. We recommend the soil treatment at that 
time with Carco-X, one teaspoon to one quart of water. 
Another treatment should be given in September to conitrcl 
any stray insects or larvae that may be in the soil. It is quite 
hard to detect these insects under the ground. However, 
the adult beetles will chew the edges of the leaves and this 
should indicate their presence. A mixture of 1 to 250 will 
control Aphis and other such insects.
